Conflict of thc interests of Eng- 


land and France is threatening the 
future of Europe. 


On the development of foreign 


trade and with it the renewal and 
recovery of German industry hinges 
the welfare and life of the English 
nation. 


Opposed te this is the 
bugbear 


of France, which guides eyery_,ac-w 
tion of her people and'government, 
the fear of the "German Menace," 
which she is determined to fight at 
all costs. 


These were the statements of 


Prof. W. A. Scott, chairman of the 
commerce course o fthe University 
of Wisconsin in a speech before' the 
Kiwanis club today. 


"Crushing, burdenh of taxation 


and widespread unemployment have 
placed England in a truly perilous 
position," said Prof. Scott, "It she 
is to recover at all, it must be 
soon, and the only solution to her 
problem is the renewal of foreign 
trade. • 


"She must look to Germany and 


Russia in her efforts to bring back 
the world trade upon which she can 
live. There is no possible hope for 
her outside trade until Germany 
gets on her feet. She will be ruin- 
ed unless she can succeed ia her ef- 
forts. 


The laboring class is rapidly be- 


coming pauperized, and the prop- 
erty owner sare bein ground to 
earth by extreme tax levies." 


Prof. 
Scott 
made a tour of 


Europe last summer doing research 
work. 


"While England is doing all that 


she can to bring' back German in- 
dustry, France, remembering past 
tragedies in her relations with eGr- 
manq, is fighting to keep Germany 
in a position where she cannot be 
dangerous. 


"France feels that she carmot 


look to the United States or Eng- 
land to aid her, and mtest defend 
on her own right arm. 


"She is heavily in debt and can- 


not collect from her own people to 
pay. . So she is forced 'to turn to 
the German indemnity as the only 
solution. It is not a question of 
diplomatic intrigue with her hot.of 
life interest. 


It is' only when th espectw of the 
!«German Menace" can be removed 
from France's eyes tfrS commer- 
cial prosperity will be possible : in 
Europe-"

WE REAP WHAT WE SOW 


[To the Editor]—Those who are interested in 


human welfare, and who. have children in high 
school, may, with convenience, turn to pag« 293 
of "A Civic Biology," by George William Hun- 
ter, Ph. D., and read under "Foods and Diet- 
aries," the following: 


"A well known authority defines a narcotic a's 


a substance which directly induces sleep, blunts 
the senses, and, in large amounts produces com- 
plete insensibility." Tobacco, opium, choral, 
and cocaine ar« examples of narcoties. To 
bacco oves its narcotic influence to a strong 
poison known as nicotine. Its use in killing 
parasites on plants is well known. In experi- 
ments with jelly fish and other lowly organizes 
animals, the author has found as small a per 
cent as one part of nicotine to one hundrec 
thousand parts of sea water to be sufficient to 
profoundly affect an animal placed within it. 
Then follows an illustration showing how the 
nicotine in six cigarettes was sufficient to kill 
a fish. (The smoke from the cigarettes was 
passed through the water in which the fish was 


On the next page we find the 
following: 


•'Nicotine in its 
pure form is so powerful a 


poison that two or three drops would be suffi- 
cient to cause the death of a man by its action 
on the nervous system, especially the nerves 
controlling the beating of the heart. This action 
is well known among boys training for athletic 
contests. The heart is affected; boys become 
'short winded" as a result of the action of nic- 
otine on the heart. It has been demonstrated 
too that tobacco has an important affect on 
muscular development." 


The above is copied from "A .Civic Bioiogy" 


used in our high schools, and below is what 
Frank Overton, A. M. M. D., late house surgeon 
to the city hospital of New York, says about 
cigarettes in "Applied Physiology" page forty- 
iix. "AH tobacco' is poisonous, but the stronger 
the tobacco the more poisonous it is. The burn- 
ire als° makes poisonous gases, one of which 
is a poisonous gas like that used in lighting 
bouses, etc. 


"Cigarettes are made from mild tobacco and 


contain less nicotine, yet the danger from using 
them is still greater, for the smoke is easily 
drawn deeply into the mouth and often into the 
lungs, and so more of 
th£ poison is apt to 


reach the cells of the body." 


On page 00 of the same book, under heading 


of "Tobacco and the Lungs," may be found 
among other statements the following: "Of all 
forms of smoking, cigarette smoking is the 
most harmful, yet most boys suppose it to he 
the lea?rt harmful." Above copy and much more 
is taught in intermediate grade, applied physi- 
ology.
